Inside Labor 
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When we drive onto a modern expressway or tollway, we 
leave most of our ordinary driving problems behind. There 
are no intersections, stoplights, pedestrians or turning cars 
to slow down our swift, comfortable drive. 
And yet, the very factors that make expressway driving 
easy for us create new and verv different problems of safe­ 
ty. Most of us ha\e learned to drive on city streets and rural ficials ai the 
roads. We’ve built up a series of driving habits and reflex- April, 
es that are fine in the kind of traffic we’re used to, but 
which don’t work at all on expressways. 
The higher speeds of expressway* condense time and dis­ 
tances in a w ay that requires us to develop a whole new set 
of driving habits and reactions. In normal traffic, we can 
come to a safe stop in a hundred feet or so if a car stalls 
ahead of us. At 70-mph expressway speeds, we need a good 
quarter-mile before we can make a safe, gentle stop. 
Routine maneuvers such as passing require much greater 
distances on expressways. We can swing out in normal tra f­ 
fic, pass another car. and get back into our lane in the space 
of a half-block. On expressways, we can’t pass safely in less 
than a half-mile. 
Most expressway accidents occur when drivers try to use 
40-mph driving habits at 70-mph speeds. It just doesn’t 
work. High-speed driving requires us to plan far ahead and 
allow plenty of time and room for any change of position 
in the traffic flow. 
Expressway architects had this driving difference in mind 
when they designed superhighways. Curves are wide and 
sweeping to provide the extra room for turns at fast speeds. 
Access and exit approaches are long and gradually turning 
to gi\e a driver plenty of time to prepare for his next move. 
One design factor* resulting from the fast pace of ex­ 
pressways is the sign system which lets a driver know what 
to expect ahead and gives him extra time to plan his actions 
We’ve all seen these lar e green signs, easy to read by day 
and brightly reflective at night, which let us know well in 
advance that an exit road is ahead or that we can expect a 
service area in the next mile or so. 
With the information these signs provide, drivers can de­ 
cide whether to turn off the ex ressway 
or stop for gas or 
and how —

“ From our experience since the 
law went into effect »in August, 
1D57». we are convinced that the 
juvenile code must be modified if 
the principle of freedom of inform­ 
ation is to be preserved.”

Servicing a machine w hile it is moving is not only an unsafe 
practice, but is an inefficient way to do the job. 
Observing safe practices when driving vehicles me a n s op­ 
erating the vehicles for peak jierformance— getting t he most 
efficient operation and saving wear and tear on the engine. 
If we think of safe practices as a means of doing things, 
rather than as a set of do’s and don't’s, accident prevention 
will become a way of life— a way of life that will preserve 
the lives of farm families.

When we drive onto a modern expressway or tollway, we 
leave most of our ordinary driving problems behind. There 
are no intersections, stoplights, pedestrians or turning car s 
to slow down our swift, comfortable drive. 
And yet. the very factors that make expressway driving 
easy for us create new and very different problems of safe­ 
ty. Most of us have learned to drive on city streets and rural 
rands, We've built Up a series of driving habits and reflex­ 
es that are fine in the kind of traffic we’re used 
to, bul 
which don’t work at all on expressways. 
The higher speeds of expressways condense time and dis­ 
tances in a way that requires us to develop a whole new set 
of driving habits and reactions. In normal traffic, we can 
come to a safe stop in a hundred feet or so if a car stalls 
ahead of us. At 70-mph expressway speeds, we need a good 
quarter-mile before we can make a safe, gentle stop. 
Routine maneuvers such as passing require much greater 
distances on expressways. We can swing out in normal traf­ 
fic, pass another car, and get back into our lane in the space 
of a half-block. On expressways, we can’t pass safely in less 
than a half-mile. 
Most expressway accidents occur when drivers try to use 
iO-mph driving habits at 70-mph speeds. It just doesn’t 
work. High-speed driving requires us to plan far ahead and 
allow plenty of time and room for any change of position 
in the traffic flow. 
Expressway architects had this driving difference in mind 
when they designed superhighways. Curves are wide and 
sweeping to provide the extra room for turns at fast speeds. 
Access and exit approaches are long and gradually turning 
to give a driver plenty of time to prepare for his next move. 
One design factor* resulting from the fast pace of ex­ 
pressways is the sign system which lets a driver know what 
to expect ahead and gives him extra time to plan his actions. 
We’ve all seen these la rye green signs, easy to read bv day 
and brightly reflective at night, which let us know well in 
advance that an exit road is ahead or that we can expect a 
service area in the next mile or so. 
With the information these sj-ns provide, drivers can de­ 
cide whether to turn off the expressway or stop for gas or 
a cup of coffee and still have plenty of time to slow down 
and change lanes safely. 
With the aid of these warning signs and oui own common 
sense, most of us have begun to develop the new driving 
habits and sense of timing we need on expressways. For those

Not a very long tim e ago. as 
tim e is counted in the handling of 
I serious crimes, four young men 
robbed another on a towing path 
beside the Tham es. After the rob­ 
bery the four youngsters calm ly 
kicked their victim to death to 
round off one of the more brutal 
and callously carried out crim es of 
the sort in English history. 
A few days ago an 18-year-old 
I and a 23-year-old were hanged. A 
boy of 17. too young for capital 
punishm ent according to the terms 
’ of B ritain's present laws, has been 
ordered to prison for an indefinite 
I period. The fourth m an. apparently 
not i s deeply involved as the other 
three, is serving a life sentence 
and the words m ean what they say. 
It is noteworthy that this m atter 
of crim e and its punishm ent was 
handled with sueed. certainty and 
severity. Home Secretary R. A. 
Butler rejected pleas for clemency 
for the condemned youths from a 
num ber of prom inent persons, in­ 
cluding the E arl of Harewood, first 
cousin to Queen Elizabeth. 
The cause of justice for the social 
order and the purposes of discour­ 
aging crim e are well served when 
the law is enforced without delay 
beyond w hatever tim e m ay be re­ 
quired to ascertain facts beyond all 
doubt. If the laws are not as fully 
in the public intc.rest as it is pos­ 
sible to m ake them , then they 
should be changed and not nulli­ 
fied by procrastination and senti­ 
m ental dem onstrations.
